AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — Parks and Wildlife officials have requested Blanco 
County commissioners to close three miles of the Pedemales River to swimming 
because of a series of drownings in the stream. 
Johnny Buck, director of park operations, said eight persons have drowned in 
the Pedemales Falls State Park since May of 1975. The department proposed 
closing the river to swimming from the northwest comer of the park for three 
miles downstream. 
Pamelli Sues 
LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Race driver Pamelli Jones and partner Velko 
Miletich filed a $21 million libel, slander and breach of contract suit Thursday 
against Ontario Motor Speedway and the Los Angeles Herald-Examiner. 
The suit charged the speedway broke an agreement to keep secret talks 
regarding equipment rental to the raceway, and that a reporter for the 
newspaper wrote a story — quoting a raceway official — falsely implying the two 
men had stolen speedway equipment.

Three Days Left 
For Council Filing 
School Violence Cited 


By Senate JD Subcommittee

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Violence 
and vandalism in schools is now so 
serious that for a growing number of 
students and teachers the primary 
object is “no longer education but 
preservation,” 
a 
Senate 
sub­ 
committee report said today. 
The chairman of the Senate juvenile 
delinquency subcommittee, Sen. 
Birch 
Bayh, D-Ind., cited the 
“shocking” statistics of “70,000 
serious physical assaults on teachers 
and literally hundreds of thousands of 
assaults on students” each year. 
His subcommittee’s report said a 
lengthy study “has established that 
school violence and vandalism has 
become a serious and at times critical 
problem in American education.” 
“While certainly not every school in 
the country is faced with serious 
crime problems it is clear for a 
growing number of students and 
teachers the primary task in no longer 
education but preservation,” it said. 
Bayh said in an accompanying 


statement it has been estimated that 
on a national scale, “we are currently 
spending almost $600 million each 
year as a result of vandalism in our 
schools.” 
“This staggering waste of scarce 
educational resources is more money 
than we spent for textbooks in 1972 
and is enough to hire 50,000 additional 
teachers without increasing taxes by 
one cent,” Bayh said. 
He said a study by the National 
Education Association submitted to 
the subcommittee showed that bet­ 
ween 1970 and 1974, assaults in schools 
increased 58 per cent; sex offenses by 
62 per cent; drug related crimes by 81 
per cent; and robberies by 117 per1 
cent. 
The report said the subcommittee 
was “totally opposed to the view that 
our schools must be turned into armed 
fortresses in order to provide a secure 
place in which to teach and learn.” 
It urged “sober assessment, not 
hysterical reaction, and instituting 
thoughtful measures rather than 


making glib promises.” 
The subcommittee noted that 
“ problems involving home en­ 
vironment, severe unemployment 
among young people, and a lack of 
adequate recreational facilities have 
a tremendous influence on youth, yet 
remain largely outside of the school’s 
ability to directly control.” 
The subcommittee recommended 
that school boards and state education 
agencies develop balanced and ef­ 
fective programs to cut violence and 
vandalism; that schools, parents, 
students and others join in efforts to 
reduce the delinquency pattern, and 
that Congress pass legislation to help 
with advice and grants.

Balled-and-burlapped plants 
should be placed in a pit that 
is about one-and-a half times 
as wide as the diameter of 
the ball.

Insects May Be 
‘Hidden Problem’ 


Although things may be 
looking good for your spring 
vegetable garden as far as 
the eye can see. there may 
be a hidden problem in the 
form of soil insects, points 
out Bill Ruth, Collin County 
Entomologist for the Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
Checking a soil sample can 
reveal some of these pests. 
Insects such as wireworms 
and false wireworms are the 
biggest damagers to plant 
seed and roots of young 
plants. 
The white grub or grub­ 
worm is also a common soil 


pest, and the cut worm and 
its cousins can cause large 
losses in the garden during 
the night hours. 


Other pests that do severe 
damage to vegetable crops 
underground include soil 
m aggots, rootworm s and 
mole crickets. 


These soil insects, along 
with damaging nematodes, 
may be controled 
with 
Diazinon. says Ruth. For an 
area of 1,000 square feet, use 
three-fourths cup of a 25- 
percent 
em ulsion 
con­ 
centrate in two and one-half 
to three gallons of water .

Threatening to retire, 36- 
year-old Luis Tiant says he 
will not report to the Boston 
Red Sox’ spring training 
cam p unless a contract 
dispute is settled in his 
favor.

torney Bob Woolf of that 
Thursday in a telephone 
conversation from an undis­ 
closed location. The decision 
follows a five-month attempt 
by Tiant and Woolf to secure 
a two-year extension with a 
m odest raise of T iant’s 
present contract. 
Presently on the option 
year of a renegotiated two- 
year contract, Tiant is upset 
17 other Red Sox players 
signed multiyear contracts 
last season, while he was not 
offered a similar pact. 
“ Luis is very upset,” 
Woolf said following 
a 
m idafternoon call 
from 
Tiant, 
who has left his 
suburban Milton home. “ He 
feels badly and feels he’s not 
being treated fairly.” 
Woolf said he had advised 
Tiant to report to the Red 
Sox’ training camp in Winter 
Haven, Fla., while contract 
discussions continued. 
“ I’m still going to try to 
meet with the Red Sox,’’ 
Woolf said from his Boston 
office. “ It’s hard because 
Luis is quite volatile. But he 
has a great sensitivity, 
dignity and pride and those 
qualities make him react 
this way He feels in his own 
mind he is not being treated 
like others on the Red Sox ” 
Tiant, 
who 
instructed 
Woolf not to disclose his 
whereabouts, has expressed 
concerns 
about 
future 
security for his family. He 
became a two-day holdout 
last spring until late owner 
Tom Yawkey made a per­ 
sonal settlement with Tiant. 
But Yawkey died last July, 
leaving the club’s financial 
management in the hands of 
a trust 
The new group’s 
position, as explained by 
Assistant General Manager 
John Claiborne has been to 
m ake 
Tiant 
honor 
his 
present contract through the 
end of this season. 
The Red Sox’ management 
was unavailable for com­ 


ment on Tiant’s refusal to 
report to camp. 
Tiant told Woolf he was 
“seriously considering the 
possibility of retirement” 
and asked the attorney to 
investigate the possible sale 
of the pitcher’s home and the 
winding up of business in­ 
terests in the Boston area. 
Pitching for the Red Sox 
has represented a second 
career to Tiant. A fireballer 
and 20-game winner with 


Cleveland in the 1960s, Tiant 
was nearly out of baseball in 
1971 when the Minnesota 
Twins and Atlanta Braves 
both 
released 
him 
un­ 
conditionally. 
The Red Sox picked him up 
and after a slow start, Tiant 
has compiled a 97-65 record 
with Boston. He has notched 
three 
20 
game-winning 
seasons the past four years 
and led the Red Sox into the 
1975 World Series.

Cocaine Charges 
Holmes Found Innocent

AMARILLO, Tex. (UPI) 
— The jury took only an hour 
and 20 minutes to reach its 
verdict, and most of the 
spectators in the crowded 
courtroom applauded at the 
announcement 
Pittsburgh 
Steelers defensive tackle 
Ernie Holmes had been 
found innocent of cocaine 
possession charges. 
“I d like to give all my 
praises to Jesus Christ for 
standing and holding me 
strong,” 
Holmes 
said 
Thursday after the verdict 
was returned. “ I had a fair 
trial. I am glad it is over.” 
Jury foreman Don Lawler 
said the jurors decided the 
state did not prove beyond a 
reasonable doubt Holmes 
knew a silver cylinder given 


him in a motel restroom 
contained 250 milligrams of 
cocaine. 
Holmes 
testified 
a 
“panhandler” badgered him 
for money and then, when 
Holmes finally gave the man 
$20, the panhandler thrust a 
silver cylinder into his hand. 
At that moment, Holmes 
said, police entered the 
restroom and arrested him. 
At the time of his arrest, 
Holmes was in Amarillo to 
attend a friend’s wedding. 
The 
key 
prosecution 
witness was officer Jack 
Magee, the first of three 
officers in the restroom to 
see the unidentified man 
pass something to Holmes. 
The other two policemen — 
Floyd Burke and Rodney 
Murphy — testified that al­ 
though they originally filed a 
report that said they saw 


something pass between the 
unidentified 
man 
and 
Holmes, they were not sure 
what they saw. 
Burke testified the other 
man ran from the restroom 
and he gave chase, but the 
man fled into a room filled 
with at least IOO persons and 
he had no way to identify the 
suspect. 
Asked what he thought 
m otivated 
the 
arrest, 
Holmes said, “As of right 
now, I don’t know what it 
was. I just know I was found 
not guilty. I’m happy with 
the decision I got.”
